"Wo have had some hot fighting 


with Mcthucn, hut we got through 
all right until the llth, when we 
got n licking. We, of the Highland 
brigade, had to march during the 
night to surprise the Boers. No one 
knew what we were going to do or 
where we were going. The rain came i 
down in torrents and we were soaked' 
through, and that on empty stom- 
achs.

Boer trenches by guides, and before 
we could deploy column half of us 
were shot down. We all ran for our
